The fee is 50 Euro or 25 Euro for full-time registered students, repeat candidates and 
those who are retired, unemployed or have a disability. Cheques and Money Orders 
should be made payable to the IRTS. When forwarding the exam fee intending 
candidates should enclose their postal address as well as phone and e-mail contact 
details.

Intending candidates should note in particular, that in Section B of the paper — 
National and International Rules and Operating Procedures’- questions on the 
National Rules will be based on the new Wireless Telegraphy (Amateur Station 
Licence) Regulations 2009 which came into force on I June 2009. These Regulations 
and other matters in relation to the operation of amateur stations can be found in the 
‘Amateur Station Licence Guidelines’ published by ComReg in Document 09/45 
which is available on the ‘Publications’ section of the ComReg website at 
www.comreg.ie
